CRASH INJURIES FATAL 
MANSFIELD, Ohio UPI — Miss 
Gayle Rjfe, 56, died Tuesday of 
injuries suffered when her car 
plunged over a 40-foot embank 
ment into Ritters Run near here 
Monday. She was a nurse at 
Mansfield General Hospital for 25 
years. 


On several previous occasions 
I have discussed accidental poi­ 
soning, particularly when it in­ 
volves children and substan c e s 
which they have obtained around 
the house. 
Prevention by keeping poison­ 
ous substances out of the reach of 
children is by far the most im­ 
portant aspect, but on this occa­ 
sion I want to mention a few of 
the 
recommendations 
of 
t h e 
Committee on Toxicology of the 
American Medical Association on 
first aid measures if poisoning does 
occur. 
In MOST CASES where a poi­ 
son is swallowed, vomiting should 
be produced immediately. In or­ 
der to do this, milk or water 
should be given (one to two cups 
for a child from one to five years 
old and more for anyone over that 
age). 
* 
Vomiting can then be induced 
by putting the blunt end of a spoon 
or finger at the back of the pa­ 
tient’s throat, or sometimes by the 
use of two tablespoons of salt in a 
glass of warm water. 
As soon as vomiting begins the 
patient should be put face down 
with the head lower than the hips. 
This prevents the vomitus from en­ 
tering the lungs and causing fur­ 
ther damage. 
THESE STEPS should NOT be 
taken if the patient is unconscious, 
is in convulsions or has swal­ 
lowed petroleum products ouch as 
kerosene, gasoline or I ig h t e r 
fluid. 
Nor should they be taken if the 
poison swallowed is corrosive, in­ 
cluding such substances as toilet 
bowl cleaners, acids, rust remov­ 
ers, drain cleaners, washing soda, 
household bleaches and the like. 
For corrosive and acid poisons 


one should give milk, water or 
milk of magnesia (one tablespoon­ 
ful to one cup of water), and milk, 
water or any fruit juice or vine­ 
gar for the alkali poisons, such 
as drain cleaners, washing sodas 
and household bleaches. 
Of course, the doctor should al­ 
ways be called at once; the above 
are emergency measures to em­ 
ploy before he arrives, unless he 
gives different instructions over the 
telephone. 
IF CHEMICAL burns should oc­ 
cur on the skin, the area affect­ 
ed should be washed immediately 
with large quantities of runn i n g 
water (unless the burn was caus­ 
ed by phosphorus). The area should 
then be immediately covered with 
loosely applied clean cloth, but 
grease, ointments or powd e r s 
should be avoided. 
If the victim of chemical burn 
is in shock he should be kept flat, 
warm and reassured until the phy­ 
sician arrives. 
If some 
irritating 
poison 
_ 
splashed into the eyes, the eyelids 
should be held open and the eyes 
washed gently with a stream of 
running water immediately.

The question is whether the politician s who 
have it within their lawmakin g power to 
starve the source of their reven ue an d of all 
productive en terprise have made the supreme 
blun der. 


Have they been so shortsig hted in their 
g reed for more an d more public mon ey to 
spen d that they have withheld n ourishmen t 
from private en terprise? Has their jerry-built 
tax structure, desig n ed to please the eye an d 
warm the heart of the run -of-min e voter who 
kn ows n othin g about taxes except that they 
are easier to bear when the other fellow pays 
most of them, been respon sible for the eco­ 
n omic slowdown ? 
It is sig n ifican t that at this momen t politi­ 
cian s hopin g to make political capital of a 
recession are hollerin g about reducin g taxes 
for those who pay the least but an other kin d 
of politician is con cen tratin g on the possibil­ 
ity of tax reform to help productive en ter­ 
prise. 


If taxation were for reven ue on ly, this kin d 
of politician would have first claim on pop­ 
ular in terest an d admiration . 
But the reven ue part of taxation lon g sin ce 
has been secon dary to the vote-in fluen cin g ef­ 
fect of taxation . Thus, the tax expert is made 
to seem less importan t than the political ex­ 
pert who puts g olden votes ahead of g olden 
eg g s. 
But the fact is that taxation does have 


direct bearin g on econ omic vitality. When 
job - makin g , wag e - payin g en terprise shows 
sig n s of slowin g down , the eviden ce is al­ 
ways foun d in its bookkeepin g departmen t. 
In a coun try that has the power of live an d 
death over en terprise because its power to 
tax h3s become the power to destroy, the 
place to look for the eviden ce behin d the evi- 
den ce is taxation . 
The Ways an d Mean s Committee of the 
House of Represen tatives is aware of the pos­ 
sibility the econ omy may n ot be able to come 
all the way back to health without basic tax 
revision to help busin ess.

The tax experts would have n o trouble re­ 
visin g in come tax laws to help job-makin g , 
wag e-payin g en terprise create more employ­ 
men t at better wag es. Their revision s would 
be blocked, however, by the politician s who 
have learn ed to use tax laws to make votes. 
These are the on es who must be watched 
lest they starve the g oose that lays the g old­ 
en eg g s for American s. They must n ot be 
allowed to paralyze in itiative, spon g e up sav­ 
in g s an d un dermin e capitalism in their n ar­ 
row preoccupation with the tricky art of win ­ 
n in g political favor at the polls.

1955: ‘It is n ot en oug h for 
states which are un der the threat 
of attack merely to be ready an d 
able to deal blow for blow. 


“ ONE MUST deprive the ag g res­ 
sor of the surprise factor — n ot al­ 
low on eself to be caug ht un aware.' 
“You refer to an article in ‘U.S. 
News & Wrold Report’ by Capi. 
W. D. Puleston , a retired n aval of- 
ficer, as advocatin g ‘preven tive 
way,’ by which is mean t, ot course, 
an attack on a poten tial cn e m y 
without an y warn in g whatsoever 
just because the other n ation is 
believed at the time to be militar­ 
ily vuln erable but may g et stron g ­ 
er later on . What Capt. Puleston 
wrote was related solely to meas­ 
ures to be taken — after due warn ­ 
in g — by the Un ited States an d its 
allies to thwart an other n ation 
when , as he said, there is ‘posi­ 
tive eviden ce’ that such a n ation 
is preparin g to laun ch an attack 
at on ce.

classify some areas so as to re­ 
duce rates, he said. 
McKay explained that beginning 
in September, Salem residents will 
be able to dial long distance num­ 
bers direct. He said that there are 
now 6,061 phones in Salem but by 
19 7? the figure will be increased to 
9 ,200. 
A total of $375,000 will be spent 
on phone expansion in the Salem 
area this y ear. Some $1,650,000- has 
been spent in the past 10 y ears, 
he said. 
Warvel said the volume of gas 
furnished in Salem could be in­ 
creased 10 fold by the rehabilita­ 
tion of the company ’s current 
lines running eastward from Alli­ 
ance. A rehabilitation program al­ 
so would provide more stable rates 
he said. 
Will Spend $1 Million 
He said his company will spend 
$1 million this y ear for expansion 
and in an effort to provide more 
gas from underground 'storage ra­ 
ther than having it piped from 
Texas or Louisiana. 
He said the gas supply in Sa­ 
lem’s industrial area is sufficient 
and that efforts are being made to 
increase the volume in areas ex ­ 
tending through Green Twp. 
Thrasher empahsized that t h e 
Ohio Edison Co. is constantly in­ 
terested in providing for industrial 
expansion, besides helping the eco­ 
nomic development of areas the 
firm serves. 
He said the central part of the 
country , in which Salem is a 
part, is in a good position to ex ­ 
pand because of its geographical 
location, increased population, tax 
climate, transportation facilities 
and basic industries which attract 
many related industries. 
Local Rates Lower 
The rates of the four utilities, 
the speakers said, are lower than 
those of any other communities 
the same size. 
Speaking prior to the talks by 
the utility men, W. J. Hunston, 
ADC president, pointed out that 
the ADC has expanded consider­ 
ably since its organization n i n e 
months ago. 
Touching on three phases of de 
velopment which have been fur 
thered since last June, Hunston 
explained (1) that the cty ’s zoning 
problems will be eased through 
the plan submitted by the Michael 
Baker Engineering Co. of Roch­ 
ester, Pa. 
2. That Salem’s situation in re­ 
gard to area highway s may be im­ 
proved through the formulation of 
May or Harold D. Smith’s Highway 
Commission. 
3. The advantages the district 
has to offer and the functions of 
the ADC will be publicized through 
a printed brochure which is near 
ly completed. 
' He added that the ADC is con­ 
tinually seeking contacts with nei­ 
ghboring communities far assist­ 
ance in expansion problems. 
During the question and answer

difier in some areas in respect to 
gas and electricity because of high 
and low pressure spots. 
Hay es said expansion would en­ 
tail a few sewage problems, but 
only with regard to pumping in 
the northeast, southeast and south­ 
west sections away from Salem.

The y oung Salem soldier station­ 
ed at a western army base read 
his letter ag ain. He had seen his 
mother just a month before and 
she had been fine. 
Now, she was seriously ill and 
an operation was scheduled for the 
next day . His father wrote to ask 
if he could possibly g et another 
furloug h. 
Another furloug h so soon? The 
soldier wondered how he could ar­ 
rang e it, especially since he was 
down to his last $2 before his 
nexi pay . 
“Try the base Red Cross office,” 
his buddy sug g ested. 


THE RED CROSS representa­ 
tive listened to the soldier’s story . 
“I think we can arrang e anoth­ 
er furloug h for y ou to be with 
y our mother and also lend y ou 
money for y our plane trip home,” 
he 
said. 
“First, 
thoug h, 
we’ll 
have to ask y our local Red Cross 
to check with y our mother’s doc­ 
tor on the seriousness of her con­ 
dition. It won’t take long .” 
The Salem Red Cross wired the 
doctor’s report to the base repre­ 
sentative, and within a few hours 
the soldier was on his way home. 
A few day s after his mother’s 
operation, the soldier visited the 
Salem Red Cross office. 
"I don’t 
see how I can leave 
now,” he said. “ My dad isn’t too 
g ood and there’s no one to look 
after mother until my aunt g ets 
here next week. My emerg ency 
furloug h is up in two day s.” 
THE SOLDIER HAD other prob­ 


lems, too. The hospital expenses 
and medicines had cost a lot. More 
than the soldier or his f a t h e r 
could scrape tog ether. 
“Could we g et some money from 
the Red Cross to help us out for 
a while,” the soldier asked? 
“I’m sure we can arrang e a 
loan,” the Red Cross worker said. 
“A loan,” the soldier replied in­ 
dig nantly ! “I thoug ht the R e d 
Cross made g ifts — not loans!” 
“It depends on the circumstanc­ 
es,” the worker said. “Since y ou 
are a soldier and have applied 
for aid, we have no choice but 
to make y ou a loan instead of a 
g ift. That is a U.S. g overnment 
order. The g overnment tells the 
Red Cross what to do in .ALL Red I 
Cross activities that affect serv­ 
icemen.” 
“And the g overnment feels that 
American soldiers are paid well j 
enoug h to be able to repay any 
Red Cross service. But we will 
work out y our loan so that the 
pay ments won’t be a hardship, or 
we can channel y ou to another 
ag ency wh.ch can g ive y ou direct 
aid.” 
THE 
SOLDIER cooled down. 
Then he decided that he did owe 
a lot to the Red Cross — for g et­ 
ting him a furloug h and an ex­ 
tension, and making a loan avail­ 
able to him q uickly , when he need-1 
ed it. Also, when he was back at 
camp, he could be sure the Red 
Cross would be there to help his 
family when it needed help. 
Assistance to members of t h e 
armed forces and their families is 
just one of many services avail­ 
able locally and nationally by the 
Red Cross. It is supported thr­ 
oug h contributions to the R e d 
Cross Fund Drive, now underway .

I THINK THERE is still a lot 
to be learned abou t fish and fishing 
conditions. Most anglers fish for 
su ckers as soon as the ice goes 
away while the bait casters, spin 
casters and fly casters wait for 
the water temperatu re to go u p 
arou nd 50 degrees before going aft­ 
er game fish consistently. 
A few years ago an angler try­ 
ing ou t his new fishing ou tfit at 
Gu ilford in the open water while 
the ice covered a goodly portion 
of the lake, landed an eight-pou nd 
bass which was considered by ev­ 
erybody as ju st one of those things 
that don’t happen very often. 
Now I am beginning to think 
that v(e fishermen are overlooking 
some good fishing right now in the 
part of the lake where there is 
open water. What leads me to this 
conclu sion is the fact that Red 
Craven of Westville Lake landed 
two largemou ths Tu esday on a 
C. P. Swing lu re while spin cast­ 
ing. Another one got away. The
